lanadian Premier Tells 'Em 
Threats Will Not Influ- 


ence Him. 


SAYS HE'S POWERLESS 


London, Aug. 28.—The Canadian pre- 


mier, Robert L. Bofden, when he faced 
;he suffragettes for the" first time today, 
took a firm stand. He toid them very 
emphatically, he .had- no. power to •intro- 
duce a general, measure of suffrage for 
women • in the dominion, of .Canada and 
that no threats of ,the employment of 
militant methods would'have-any influ- 
ence on him. The delegation of the 
Women's Social and Political Union-was 
introduced by Miss Barratt. She stated 
that their chief object was to ask the 
Canadian premier if'he" intended on his 
return to the dominion to introduce a 
government measure-for.the enfranchise- 
ment, of women. She/declared that the 
Women's Social and Political Union was 
considering a campaign to advise in-, 
tending emigrants . to -go to Australia 
and.New'Zealand rather than to Canada. 


On Mr. Borden's reply, she said, would 


depend the advice the Women's Social 
and Political Union gave "its' Canadian 
mernbers and also the possibility of a 
militant agitation in Canada. 
. Mr. Borden, in his reply, was very ex- 
plicit in stating that he had no power 
and no intention whatever of introduc- 
ing into the dominion of Canada a meas- 
ure for enfranchisement of women. The 
question of franchise, he said, devolved 
entirely on 'the nine provincial legisla- 
tures and the dominion parliament had 
no warrant to pass such legislation.

MUST STAND BY GUNS 


Milwaukee. WU., Aug. 28.—Having 


approve:! a model uniform law intended 
for adoption by all the states to pro- 
hibit the employment of children under 
certain ages, the American Bar associa- 
tion discovered today that it had gone 
on record against the use in any part of 
the countrv of "caddies" under 14 vears 
.old. 


The proposed law was offered by Wal- 


ter Smith, of Pennsylvania, providing 
that no child less than 14 years of age 
shall be permitted to work in or about, 
among 
other 
places, "any boarding 


house, barber shop, 
laundry, garage, 


place of amusement or club," and al- 
though it was not intended to refer to 
caddies, Mr. Smith explained, even after 
it was discovered that these important 
operatives of the golf links, were affect- 
ed, that every effort would be made to 
have the model law generally adopted.

Two hundred 


feet distant the officer commanded Baker 
to halt and fired a shot in the air to em- 
phasize thi- command, but Baker did not 
heed. Instead he drew the pistol from 
his pocket and aimed at his own head as 
lie ran. 
He was stunned by the bullet 


and dropped to the ground, where offi- 
cers picked liim up and sent a hurried 
call for surgeons.

"barometer" states, and whether the belief is dependable 
or not, it is felt that the results there are likely to very 
largely forecast the general outcome in November. This 
is especially true of Vermont, for while the state has been 
steadfastly republican, the records since 1856 show that 
whenever it has been possible to hammer the republican 
majority in the September election clown to something like 
20,000 in Vermont, the general result over the country has 
been democratic. Maine, it will be recalled, now has a 
democratic governor for the. first time in many years. The 
ground iu'both Maine and Vermont is being fought inch by 
inch by each of the parties, not only for the moral effect the 
result may have upon the remainder of the country, but'in 
the belief that the, decision in these states is likely to in- 
dicate pretty accurately what the rest of the country is 
going to do in November, it will be the first real test of 
public sentiment at the polls in the campaign that is in 
many, respects the most remarkable our country has ever 
known.

ber of electors, equal to the whole num- 
ber of senators ;.nd representatives to 
which tlic state may he entitled in con- 
gress." 


Acting on this theory the states al- 


ways have taken complete charge of the 
method of choosing the electors. At the. 
outset they were chosen by.the state 
legislatures. 
Orarlually the people of 


each state was removed from the legis- 
latures. 
South Carolina retained the 


legislative choice down to the civil war. 
Even as late as 1S76 Colorado permitted 
its legislature to name the electors. 


In the earlier elections by 
popular 


vote, each voter usually voted for three 
electors—one for his congressional dis- 
trict and two for the rtate at large. This 
plan often divided the electoral vote of 
a state. 
Tn order to give each state 


more weight in the election the politi- 
cians soon favored the plan of a gen-_ 
cral state-wide electoral ticket. 
Since 


1832 this lias been the customary plnu. 
An exception was made by Michigan for 
the election of 1S02. Thnt state went 
back to the district plan in that, year 
in order to save part of the 
electoral 


votes for the democratic party. 


The electors, then, are, completely un- 


der the control of the. state. The fcgi?- 
laturr could permit the governor to ap- 
point them, if it, so desired.- It ran make 
any provision it pleases for their seloc- 
tinn. \ "

theory the elector is a free agent, and 
ho may vote for any candidate, he pleases. 
Fn IS20. for instance. William 1'Iumcr. 
n Now Hampshire elector, voted for .John 
ljuincy Adams instead of for President 
Monroe, for whom all the other elector* 
voted. Ho distrusted Monroe and so re- 
fused to abide by state 
instriietiotif.

Mrs. Hutt was warming up to the dis-

"I believe in men being members of 


clubs," she exclaimed, enthusiastically, 
"t would much "rather have them at the 
club than running around loose with 
other women. Men who are socially in- 
clined, if they are not at their clubs, 
will be somewhere else, doing something 
else.'
